‘Solve Problems Of Democracy Instead Of Going 


To War,” Says Legion Dignitary 


“There is no reason why we 
should concern ourselves with the 
conflicts and intrigues of other na- 
tions...what we should do is solve 
the problems and glaring ineffi- 
ciencies of our own democracy... 
no country can smile off 10,000,000 
unemployed..the solution of all our 
problems lies in the belief in and 


exemplification of Christian doc- 
trines and principles.” 

A man who should know, who 
was one of our boys who went 


“Over There” in 1917 to make the 
world safe for democracy, who as 
a national figure last year visited 
Europe and every single one of the 
United States, Daniel Doherty of 
Woburn, national commander of the 
Legion a year ago—came to An- 
dover last Sunday morning and 
warned 125 men of St. Augustine’s 
church against the present warlike 
trend in this country. 

The personable 
Massachusetts’ Democratic attor- 
ney-general Paul A. Dever made 
no direct reference to the Presi- 
dent, but throughout his talk he 
again and again denied the present 
tendency toward trying to make us 
forget our own problems’ by 
meddling with others. Radicalism 
both in official life and in our edu- 
cational institutions came in for a 
good share of Attorney Doherty’s 
criticism. 
“Nobody Wants War” 

Some 200 men had received com- 


munion at the 8:15 mass after hear- 
ing the pastor, Rev. Thomas B. 


assistant to 


Austin, urge a return to the ideals 
of Christianity. At the communion 
breakfast which followed in the 
parochial school hall Father Austin 
in a brief talk stated that “nobody 
wants war.” 

Atty. Doherty was introduced by 
Andover’s Jere J. Twomey, chair- 
man of the Americanism commit- 
tee of the National organization of 
the Legion. The principal speaker 
developed Father Austin’s thoughts 
by launching his talk with the as- 
sertion that God’s precepts have 
not prevailed and only through 
them will we find the solution of 
our problems, Referring to the war 
hysteria of today, he asked: 
“Should we as a people be drawn 
into this conflict which is appar- 
ently ultimately inevitable.” Urg- 
ing the listeners to make known 
their own feelings to the Congress, 
he said that the great failing of our 
democracy is that the wrong 
people are articulate while the

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Shall We Fight 
Or 
Shall We Eat? 
The drums are beginning to 


rumble again just as they did back 
in 1916 and 1917. Irresponsible per- 
sons in places of responsibility in 
many lands have the drumsticks in 
their hands, and they’re ready to 
send millions of men back onto the 
battlefield that they and _ their 
fathers thought they had left for 
good back in 1918. Adolf Hitler we 
think wants war; we don’t believe 
that the German people want war. 
Benito Mussolini we suspect would 
not be averse to sending the Italian 
people into war; we can’t believe 
that the Italian people themselves 
are willing to go to war. And we 
can’t help but feel that the Nation 
which has no connection with 
those countries that is worth sac- 
rificing a single life to retain—our 
own United States—is being 
dragged into another World War 
by the blundering, meddling for- 
eign policy of a man who unfortun- 
ately the dictators feel speaks for 
the whole Nation. In some way we, 
the people of the United States, 
must prove that we’re in a Demo- 
cracy by expressing our will, our 
desire neither to be killed, nor to 
kill. 

For there are few in this coun- 
try, who, having thought the thing 
through, have any quarrel with the 
average man of Germany or of 
Italy. Perhaps today those average 
men are in the grip of a mob war 
hysteria into which they were 
dragged by their leaders; we can’t 
blame them for that, because we 
ourselves have been in the same 
grip, and unless we express our 
will now, we will be in that grip 
again as we see our “boys” board- 


ing the troop trains for another 
Devens, and then for the trans- 


ports—and ultimately, too many of 


them, for another Flanders Field. 
They’ve been unfortunate, those 
average men in those two coun- 


tries. They have two men now in 
apparently secure, complete con- 
trol of their destinies—but will you 
blame the average man for allow- 
ing these two to gain that control? 
We don’t like Hitler, we don’t like 
Mussolini; we dislike the apparent- 
ly ruthless way that they have 
grabbed at neighboring nations, we 
dislike their treatment of the Jews, 
we dislike their idea that the State 


is All, that the individual is noth- 
ing, that there is no power greater 
than the State. But do you know 
why they were allowed to gain 
control? The answer is the same 
one that has applied in a number 


of our states in the past few years: 
the people were hungry; they were 
willing, for the sake of some 
measure of economic security, to 
grasp at anything. 

There’s a law that’s universal, 
the first law of human nature, the 
law of self-preservation. People 
have to eat. They’ll give up almost 
anything to keep on living. It hap- 
pened in Russia, it happened in 
Italy, it happened in Germany— 
and let’s not fool ourselves: in 
some measure, it’s happened here. 

There’s a man living in exile in 
Holland at present. A couple of

decades ago we used to hang him | 
in effigy. Kaiser Bill was Beted))| 
just as Hitler and Mussolini are 
hated now. We killed an awful lot | 
of Germans, and an awful lot of 
Germans killed an awful lot of us 
because we hated Kaiser sill. 
Should we do it again? Should we 
kill some people we don’t know 
and we don’t want to kill, just be- 
cause they were hungry? Those 
people are just as much “Neigh- 
bors” in the eyes of the First Com- 
mandment as the fellow next door. 
That Commandment is not a pas- 
sive one; it doesn’t say “Thou 
Shalt not hate thy neighbor.” It 
says: “Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor.” Why can’t we, instead of ful- 
minating at those two men, instead 
try to help their people? They 
were penalized because of Kaiser 
Bill; if there’s a war and they’re 
defeated, they’ll be penalized be- 
cause of Hitler or Il Duce. 

We must straighten out our 
economic system; the world must 
straighten out its economic system. 
The world can’t ‘be safe for Demo- 


cracy or anything else until it 
does. Give a nation plenty to eat, 
and it won’t allow itself to be in- 


tellectually and spiritually starved 
by any dictator. It’s not a problem 
of Imperialism, it’s not a problem 
of Totalitarianism, it’s a problem 
of getting enough to eat. If there’s 
another anti-war conference of 
great powers, it must not confine 
itself to anti-aggression pacts, etc.; 
it must be an economic conference 
designed to ensure world economic 
stability and so world peace. 

We want the German, the Italian, 
the Russian people to have the 
same rights we have. We want 
them to have the right to liberty, 
and the right to pursuit of happi- 
ness. But first they must have the 
right that the Constitutional phrase 
places before liberty and pursuit 
of happiness; they must have the 
right to life, d that means sus- 
tenance. When our leaders concern 
themselves with that problem, 
both at home and abroad, they will 
be doing something that the world 
will thank them and not hate them 
for. 


If you don’t want war, it would 
be a good idea to sit down now and 
write to: (1) the President; (2) 
Senators Walsh and Lodge; (3) 
Congressman Connery. Better do it 
now; it won’t do you any good if 
you wait until your name appears 
on the list of drafted men.

Andover has been very fortun- 
ate in its list of distinguished or- 


gan recitalists: Bonnet, Dupre and 
Vierne of Paris, Germani of 
Rome, Hollins of Edinburgh, Yon 
and Farnam of New York, Keller 
of Stuttgart, and Ramin of Leip- 
zig. But it is safe to say that it 
remained for Professor Fritz Heit- 
mann, organist of the Dom in Ber- 
lin and Professor at the State Con- 
servatory of Musical Education 
and Religious Music, as well as at
